On May 25, 2005, A+ Always Moving, Inc., filed an application for permanent
household goods carrier authority in the state of Washington under the provisions of
RCW 81.80 and WAC 480-15, rules relating to household goods carriers.

IT ISFURTHER ORDERED That Permit HG-61812 authorizing temporary operations
be reissued as unrestricted permanent household goods authority in the state of
Washington.
